Introducing  Our  New  Meetings:  DAVIS 

The  Davis  worship  group  became  a Monthly 
Meeting  in  July,  1964,  when  its  new  status  was 
granted  by  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting. 
This  event  was  long  sought  and  planned  by  its 
members,  and  now,  as  one  of  them  expressed  it, 
one  of  our  chief  concerns  is  “living  up  to  the 
obligations  that  being  a Monthly  Meeting  confers 
upon  us.” 

The  worship  group  was  started  four  years 
ago  by  Friends  in  Davis  who  had  previously 
made  the  trip  to  Sacramento  for  worship  every 
Sunday.  We  were  established  under  the  care  of 
Sacramento  Meeting,  and  met  in  various  places. 
For  nearly  two  years  the  Davis  Episcopal 
Ch  urch  provided  a meeting  place;  for  one  year, 


we  met  at  the  home  of  our  members  Frederick 
and  Margaret  Brooks;  and  the  Meeting  is  cur- 
rently held  at  Davis  Junior  High  School. 

In  the  fall  of  1962  the  worship  group  organ- 
ized its  own  meetings  for  business  and  First 
Day  School,  which  have  continued  to  improve  in 
organization.  Last  year,  college-age  Young 
Friends  held  discussions  during  the  hour  before 
worship.  Adult  discussions  on  the  Discipline, 
Advices  and  books  of  special  interest  have  been 
held  in  the  evenings  for  the  past  three  years. 
For  fellowship,  potluck  lunches  are  held  after 
Meeting  for  Worship  every  two  or  three  months. 

One  of  our  first  activities  after  becoming  a 
full  Monthly  Meeting  was  the  sponsorship  of  the 
wedding  of  John  and  Beth  Coggins,  on  September 
5,  1964. 

The  roster  of  Friends,  attenders,  and  asso- 
ciates now  totals  53  persons,  of  whom  24  are 
children  and  Young  Friends.  One  can  deduce 
from  this  that  the  Meeting  is  composed  largely 
of  young  families.  Several  attenders  have  ap- 
plied for  membership,  and  Davis  Meeting  re- 
corded its  first  “birthright  Friend”  this  fall, 
the  child  of  a couple  from  a New  England  Meet- 
ing who  have  been  attending  here.  This  new 
baby,  and  the  development  of  the  young  people 
within  the  Meeting,  are  of  great  interest  to  Davis 
Friends,  and  are  hopeful  signs  of  growth.

THE  MEETING  FOR  BUSINESS 

It  is  sometimes  said  that  the  “consensus 
method”  is  used  in  conducting  a Friends  Meet- 
ing for  Business.  There  is  more  to  it  than  that, 
however,  since  Business  Meeting  includes  an 
awareness  of  spiritual  reality  so  that  the  matter 
of  decision-making  is  never  considered  to  be 
merely  the  sum  total  of  the  best  thought  and 
judgment  available  at  a given  moment,  but  rather 
human  judgment  illuminated  by  God’s  spirit.  In 
a way,  we  combine  here  two  forms  of  making 
decisions:  one  is  the  method  of  group  process, 
wherein  mutual  stimulation  and  cross-fertilization 
of  ideas  may  lead  to  a high  quality  decision; 
the  other  is  the  way  of  divine  revelation  or  in- 
sight, the  waiting  for  guidance  of  the  spirit  as 
in  the  Meeting  for  Worship. 
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This  combination  is  a reflection  of  a reli- 
gious point  of  view  that  is  basic  to  Quakerism: 
the  idea  that  man  is  a being  to  whom  God  con- 
tinually reveals  Himself  (when  man  seeks  Him) 
in  all  things;  but  a being  who  is  peculiarly  and 
drastically  subject  to  errors  of  perception  and 
judgment,  and  who  therefore  must  constantly 
check  his  ideas  against  those  of  others  within 
the  religious  community. 

This  is  essentially  the  process  that  goes  on 
in  the  Meeting  for  Business.  Implicit  is  the  con- 
cept that  a person  may  be  truly  a seeker  of 
God’s  will,  and  that  this  truth-seeking  may  be 
expressed  directly  in  his  practical  dealings,  as 
well  as  through  worship. 

It  is  no  easy  matter  to  use  this  method,  for 
the  practice  among  most  groups  with  which  we 
have  experience  is  almost  diametrically  opposed. 
In  these  latter,  the  idea  is  to  compete  for  domi- 
nance, to  assert  one’s  will,  deciding  issues  by 
majority  vote,  suppressing  minority  opinion  and 
giving  major  responsibility  to  a chairman.  By 
contrast,  in  the  Quaker  Meeting  for  Business  we 
seek  for  truth  and  unity  not  by  defeating  an 
opponent,  but  by  cherishing  through  understand- 
ing that  which  is  valid  in  his  view,  and  thus 
incorporating  it.  We  work  not  with  a chairman 
who  may  assume  a directing  and  decision-making 
power  greater  than  others  in  the  group,  but  with 
a clerk  whose  function  is  to  channel  and  guide 
discussion  and  to  be  alert  to  perceive  a “sense 
of  the  meeting”  when  such  emerges. 

Very  naturally,  an  approach  of  this  kind 
calls  for  some  highly  developed  skills  on  the 
part  of  all  participants.  First  of  all,  it  requires 
an  unusual  ability  to  listen;  second,  a sense  of 
full  responsibility  (from  the  verb  “to  respond”) 
for  the  decisions  made;  third,  the  experienced 
ability,  in  one  or  more  persons  present,  to  draw 
a sense  of  the  meeting;  fourth,  and  perhaps  most 
important,  the  ability  to  allow  one’s  own  views 
to  mature  and  be  modified  in  the  course  of  the 
transaction.

Monthly  Meetings 
were  asked  to  send  at  least  two  members  from 
their  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees,  and 
one  or  more  Young  Friends,  to  the  retreat.  Others 
who  are  interested,  particularly  new  Friends, 
should  also  be  encouraged  to  attend.  Molly 
Morgenroth  will  serve  as  chairman  for  arrange- 
ments. 

Pacific  Southwest  Fellowship  will  again  be 
held  at  Pilgrim  Pines,  February  20-21,  1965. 
Details  will  be  sent  to  all  Meetings  and  worship 
groups. 

To  increase  their  understanding  of  Friends’ 
principles  and  procedures,  Young  Friends  were 
invited  to  a series  of  afternoon  meetings  to  be 
held  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month,  begin- 
ning in  January,  at  the  home  of  Phil  and  Mar- 
guerite Wells.  Judy  Bruff  will  be  responsible 
for  arrangements. 

Elizabeth  Mills  reported  on  the  School  Com- 
mittee’s visit  to  Pacific  Oaks  School.  The 
Committee  expressed  appreciation  for  the  con- 
tribution Pacific  Oaks  is  making  to  the  commun- 
ity and  to  the  field  of  nursery  school  education. 
Pacific  Oaks  is  not  seeking  formal  ties  with 
HYM  at  this  time.  However,  Pacific  Ackworth 
School’s  request  to  be  under  the  care  of  HYM 
was  approved. 

Thanks  were  given  Mildred  Acord  and  her 
family  for  their  work  on  the  new  HYM  Directory. 

The  Friends  Retirement  Home  in  Altadena 
will  open  in  February  or  March,  1965.  Hopefully, 
a fund  to  assist  elderly  Friends  who  may  require 
financial  help  to  live  in  this  home  will  be  started 
by  Monthly  Meetings  or  by  HYM. 

Mara  Moser  spoke  of  the  success  of  the 
Mothers’  Club,  which  meets  at  Orange  Grove,  in 
improving  inter-racial  and  inter-cultural  relation- 
ships in  the  community. 

The  Peace  and  Social  Order  Committee  urges 
Friends  to  continue  their  interest  in  relocation 
of  the  Seneca  Indians  and  in  fair  housing,  and 
to  be  alert  to  new  developments,  especially 
regarding  civil  rights,  the  question  of  Russia’s 
debt  to  the  UN,  and  possible  termination  or 
modification  of  the  draft.

LETTER  FROM  THE  ORIENT 

Russell  McArthur,  PYM' s Friend  in  the  Orient,  now  in 
Singapore,  is  planning  a 30-day  trip  to  mainland  China  in 
April.  He  will  visit  a number  of  engineering  colleges  and 
universities,  and  hopes  to  learn  something  about  both 
technical  developments  and  life  in  China  generally.  If  his 
plans  go  forward  as  scheduled,  he  will  be  able  to  report  on 
his  trip  through  the  BULLETIN  before  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

Below  is  a report  on  a ten-day  conference  he  attended 
recently  in  Singapore,  on  the  topic  “Unity  in  Diversity: 
Sources  of  Tension  in  Developing  Countries.” 

Participating  in  the  conference  were  Asians 
from  Ceylon,  Sarawak,  Malaya,  Singapore,  Thai- 
land, the  Philippines,  India,  Pakistan  and  Viet- 
nam. Discussion  leaders  included  two  English 
Friends,  Canadian  anthropologist  Dr.  Jacques 
Amyot,  Russell  Johnson  and  Warren  Ashby  of 
the  Delhi  AFSC  office,  and  Raul  Manglapus,  a 
Philippine  Senator  running  for  his  country’s 
presidency. 

The  conference  closed  on  a rather  more 
optimistic  note  than  that  on  which  it  was  opened 
by  Singapore’s  Premier  Lee  Kuan  Yew.  He  pre- 
dicted increasing  division  among  Asians  as 
second-generation  leaders  succeeded  those  with 
Western  training.  He  foresaw  a 20-year  struggle 
for  power,  to  establish  the  “pecking  order” 
(perhaps  Peking  order?)  in  South  Asia.  Other 
delegates  did  not  consider  it  inevitable  that 
Asia  should  duplicate  the  West’s  mistakes  and 
its  power  struggle,  although  all  recognized  this 
as  possible. 

For  me  the  most  enlightening  and  sensitizing 
experience  of  the  conference  was  my  conversa- 
tion with  two  Vietnamese  delegates.  One  was  a 
young  woman  teacher  of  dentistry  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Saigon,  who  has  pioneered  in  setting  up 
student  work  camps  and  other  young  peoples’ 
activities  (at  the  risk  of  being  classed  as  sub- 
versive). Her  family  is  split  in  the  civil  war;  she 
hasn’t  seen  her  brothers  for  years.  Both  Viet- 
namese felt  that  the  responsibility  for  Indo- 
China’s  20  years  of  warfare  rested  largely  on 
the  West.  (Most  open-minded  observers  agree.) 
They  see  no  way  out  of  the  mess  except  pos- 
sibly neutralization.  The  South  Vietnam  govern- 
ment is  corrupt  and  weak.  Only  American  power 
maintains  it.  Now  have  come  the  floods.  Help 
should  come  from  an  international  (not  French 
or  American)  agency,  providing  workers  in  tech- 
nical education,  youth  leadership,  industriali- 
zation and  many  other  fields.  Surely  we  have  a 
deep  obligation  to  help  these  courageous,  un- 
fortunate people.
